MRS. JACOBS EXTENDS P/TY; 
'1/AMPfRE/ SAYS MRS. WOOD 
Widows, in Signed Statements, Review 


Double Tragedy, Its Cause and 


Results in Two Homes 


Drawn and white, with the marks of sleepless hours of anguish 


deeply imprinted in haggard lines around her eyes and mouth, Mrs. 
Jacobs, after a night spent she refused to say where, left this city1 
on an early morning train for the home of her father in San Fran- 
cisco. Before her marriage she was the prettiest and favorite daugh- 
ter of A. Tisnado, a pioneer, and well-to-do cjgar dealer in that city. 
Today in the hour of her tribulation she turned naturally to the shel- 
tering paternal roof. Dressed in a heavy black fur coat and hat, 
swathed in a veil of sable hue; the unhappy woman, despite her| 
somber attire, presented a figure of striking grace and loveliness. 


Her voice, low and soft and beautifully modulated, is not the 


least of her charms and as she this morning told the first story of 
her unfortunate attachment for the dead physician as she crossed 
the bay on the narrow-gauge boat, her eyes filled often with tears 
and she refused to say one word against Mrs. Wood, whose abuse 
of herself has been a feature 'of the sensational case. This morning 
with a simple directness Mrs. Jacobs told her story of the tragedy. 


Blames 'The Vampire Woman' 


Broken and prostrated, her hair disheveled and her eyes sunk- 


en and wild, Mrs Wood, wife of the murdered man, lies in a state of 
alternating stupor and hysteria at her home, 205 Athol avenue. Since 
she fell unconscious before the telephone last night as they conveyed 
to her the information of her husband's death over the inanimate 
wire, she has refused to talk of anything other than the tragedy, 
and with a deep, an outraged bitterness, she blames it all on Mrs.

"The Vampire Woman," she characterizes her rival, and

Tragedies of 24 Hours 


On Both Sides of Bay 


DR. EUGENE G. WOOD, a physician of 668 Eighth street,, 


shot and killed at 'the corner of Broadway and Thirteenth 
street at 8:30 o'clock last night by Gabriel Jacobs, a jealous 
husband. 
GABRIEL JACOBS, a pawn broker's clerk of 386& Grove street, 


blew out his brains a few paces; from the spot where he had 
killed Dr. Wood. 


MRS. 
RUTH JONES of 1161 Peralta street shot to death in her 


home by Fred Schenk, whose advances ahe had repulsed. 


FRED SCHENK. a clerk of San Francisco, killed himself after 


murdering Mrs. Jones.

HENRY LJLL, an express wagon driver of 843 Treat avenue*. 


San Francisco, shot and seriously wounded in the left shoulder 
by Agnes Fairweather, his fiancee, at the corner of Twenty- 
second and Mission streets in San Francisco. The shooting 
was the result of a quarrel. 


DANIEL B. GROFF, aged 55, kills his bride Elsie, aged 25 


years, shortly before noon today at 18 Monte Vista avenue, 


. and then shot himself dead. The tragedy is traced directly to 
the murders and suicides of last night. 


Last night's sombre skies looked down upon one of the blood- 


iest and most appalling panoramas of crime ever enacted upon the 
shores of San Francisco bay. Between die hours of 8 and 10 four 
human lives were sacrificed upon the altar of murder and still an- 
other was brought to die brink of the great beyond by a frenzied 
woman's bullet 
The history of the night's tragedies is a tale of two cities. Two 


double fatalities—each a murder followed by a suicide—were Oak- 
land's contribution to the carnival of death, while in San Francisco 
a lover's quarrel ended when the girl shot her former fiance down. 
The wounded man is now hovering between life and death in the 
Mission Emergency Hospital. 


The chronology of the night of crime begins at 1 o'clock in th« 


evening, when Fred Schenk of San Francisco, possessed of a drunken 
hallucination that Mrs. Ruth Jones was a party to a conspiracy to 
separate him from his wife, kept the woman under cover of a re- 
volver in the dining-room of her home at 1161 Peralta street until 
her husband returned from his day's work. 


Then, drawing another revolver from his pockets, lie compelled

rushed forward to stay her hand, Miss Fairweather fired a bullet at 
the man whose attentions had galled her, and whose persistency in 
following her about had led her ta^arm herself for the fray.

WAITED FOR REVENGE. 


Throughout the notorious profanation 


of his home, Jacobs, the wrongod hus- 
band, occupied an Inconspicuous place 
in the aeries of events which had brought 
tha affair before toe eyes of the pub- 
lic. 
He had apparently resigned him- 


self to the wreck of his domestic happi- 
ness. But behind his silence there was 
growing a spirit of revenge, which ex- 
panded and gained strength

whlla, unnoticed even by his friends, un- 
til It burst forth In the spasm of fury 
which ended In murder. 


WAITS FOR VICTIM. 


A thousand persons were within 
a 


stone's throw of the scene of the tragedy 
last night, but scarcely a one heeded the 
ominous figure which lurked on the wet 
sidewalk In front of Bowman's 
drug 


store, and none noted the light of jeal- 
ousy and grim purpose which dwelt in 
Its eyes. Tense and silent, Jacobs wait- 
ed, knowing Infallibly that his rlyal and 
his faithless wife would soon 
appear 


His belief was vindicated. Up the street 
tlnough the pattering rain whizzed an 
automobile, which brought up sharply 
at the curb. With a laughing remark to 
his companion, Dr. Wood sprang lightly 
upon tha sidewalk, and In tho seat which, 
ho had Jftst left the waiting man saw his 
wife

The story of the events leading up to 


-tha shooting- are best told In Miss Fair- 
weather's own words: 


"I have known LIU for more than three 


years," she said, "and for'the last year 
I have tried my test to break off with 
him. 
He kept after me, however, and 


would give me no peace. Last night, at 
7 30 o'clock I was just about to le~aVe 
the drug store, where I am employed In 
the branch postofflce, when I saw Lill 
across the street. I wont back and t«ld 
George Redmond, the proprietor, and he 
went out the front door and stood while 
I sneaked out of a. back door. 


TAKES PURSE, STRIKES GIRL. 
"At Ellis and Van Nets avenue, 


however, Lill came up. 
He wanted 


me to ride wltK. him and then grab- 
bed my purse and ran across the 
street. 
I screamed, and a stranger 


caught Lill.

VICTIM TELL8 OF QUARREL.

She used to upbraid 
me, and we had frequent quarrels: 
Last night, on Var Ness avenue, ah* 
repeated the accusation and I denied 
It.

into the 


greatest confusion and by the time the 
victims of this shooting were admitted 
the streets outside were Jammed with 
an excited, eager throng of people ^ho 
shoved each other about In a frenzy to 
get as close to the hospital as possible 
and get the latest information as to the 
condition of the wounded men. It was 
necessary to lock all the doors leading 
Into the hospital to keep the crowd from 
swarming into the building and then Dr. 
Hamlln was forced to summon a squad 
of policemen from the central station to 
keep the mass of humanity under con- 
trol and prevent It from breaking In tho 
hospital doors. 


OTHER VICTIMS ARRIVE. 


The surgeons were all busy working 


over Mrs. Jones in the hope of saving 
her life when the police 
ambulance 


stopped at the front entrance at S 4.1 
o'clock with both Jacobs and Dr. Wood 
lying side by side on litters. The dving 
physician was carried In first and then 
the man ivho slew him. 
Chief Surgeon 


Hamlln left Mrs. Jones in charge of Drs. 
Irwln and Maine, assigned Dr Irwln to 
Jacobs' case and assumed charge of Dr. 
Wood. 
He had found that the bullet 


fired by Schenk had entered Mrs. Jones' 
abdomen and. with his assistance, had 
opened the abdomen to stop the hemorr- 
hages. This operation had revealed tho 
fact that the bullet had penetrated the 
email Intestines leaving the death of 
the victim Inevitable, so he was in a 
fair condition to give the victims of the 
Broadway shooting prompt attention. 


BOTH ARE UNCONSCIOUS. 


TJ>r. Wood's condition was found to be 


far more desperate than that of Jacobs, 
although both of the men were uncon- 
scious and breathing hard. One bullet 
from his assassin's revolver struck the 
physician on the left side of the chest. It 
took a downward course and passed 
through the apex of the heart. The sur- 
geons rendered immediate treatment, but 
the case was a hopeless onp. Dr. Wood 
died on the operating table at 9'15 o'clock, 
Just thirty minutes after he had been ad- 
mitted to the hospital. From all accounts 
he never spoke after the shooting. 


The body of Dr. Wood having been 


( placed to one side. Jacobs was transferred 


to the same operating table. Upon ex- 
amination the surgeons found his case 
»n extraordinary one in some respects 
The bullet entered the left temple, and 
so- far as the surgeons could make out, 
passed directly into the brain. 
Even 


though 
wounded In this manner, the 


slayer of Wood showed remarkable vital- 
ity. 
The pulse was strong witn his 


breathing and It wan not until about 10:46 
o'clock that Dr. Hamlln abandoned all 
hope of keeping him alive through the 
night. -At that hour his condition took 
»udden turn for the -worse and 
fifteen 


minutes later he, too, was a corpse. As 
In the case of Dr. Wood, the suicide never 
spoke again after the shooting. 


WOMAN REMAINS CONSCIOUS. 


At 9-40 o'clock, and between the deaths 


of Wood and Jacobs, Mrs. Jones breathed 
her last on an operating table in the small 
temporary surgery at the back of the 
hospital. 
She retained consciousness up 


to the last and a few moments before 
she died, as the surgeons were still work- 
ing over her, she was heard to utter a few 
inaudible 
words. 
Her breathing came 


hard and the physicians lifted her head 
and administered a powerful stimulant 
to enable her to make the dying state- 
ment which followed. 
Between painful 


gasps she said: 
"When Schenk secured the money 


from his father's estate and began to 
drink heavily, his wife refused longer 
to live with him. 
I think he must 


have gone crazy with liquor. He left 
Oakland In a rage and I heard noth- 
ing of him for a long time until to- 
night. Just because I refused to tell 
him where his wife was he killed 
me."

Story of the Events That Led Up to the

The Wood-Jacobs scandal which culminated' in last night's 


bloody tragedy became a matter of public record on November 30, 
when Edith L. Wood, wife of the slain physician, brought suit in 
the Superior Court for a divorce from her husband, mentioning 
Mercedes Jacobs as co-respondent. The evening before Mrs. Jacobs 
had instituted similar proceedings against Gabriel Jacobs, alleging 
extreme cruelty, but it was not until Mrs. Wood filed her complaint 
that all the facts about the laisions between the Jacobs woman and 
Dr. Wood were bared to the public. 


According to Mrs. Wood's complaint, her husband deserted her 


and their pretty little daughter in the latter part of October and 
went to the Arcade Hotel to live, and immediately following his de- 
parture from home Mrs. Wood learned that her husband was spend- 
ing all of his spare time in the company of Mrs. Jacobs.

ple the childish fancy with princes and princesses, 
dragons, fairies, dwarfs, gnomes, giants, fabulous 
birds and beasts and such marvels as Alice found 
in Wonderland. 
Why not banish the teeming 


fancies of childhood if Santa Claus is to be dis- 
carded as a pagan myth? Thank God! there are 
still those of us who indulge in day dreams, even 


. if the hair is gray and scanty and shoulders 


stooped—who can still live over in spirit the de- 
lightful sensations of infancy! Out upon the kill- 
joys who would deprive childhood of its patron 
saint, its friend, consoler and inspirerl We are 
willing to part with Mrs. O'Leary's cow and the 
hatchet story <of Washington, but we are going to 
keep Santa Claus and hang up our stockings even 
if we have to declare war to the death on the icon- 
oclasts.

The Increased Cost of Living. 


The. increase in the cost of living since 1896, in- 


convenient as ft is to many of us, js not such an 
unmixed calamity as is represented. Agriculture 
was never more prosperous, and agricultural de- 
velopment never made such strides as it is making: 
today. And if the cost of living is high, the wage 
scale has reached the highest point it has ever 
touched in this or any other country. The four 
years ending with 1896 were exceedingly distress- 
ing for farmers. 
Generally speaking, agriculture 


.was unprofitable, the farmers were burdened with 
debt and producing crops at a loss. Although the 
cost of living was low, there was an enormous 
amount of privation and destitution; vast num- 
bers in the industrial centers were without em- 
ployment and in want. While the iarmers were 
groaning over hard times, swarms of working peo- 
ple were suffering for the necessaries of life; free 
soup houses flourished, while the farmers were 
pushed to financial extremity with their lands pro- 
ducing abundant crops. There was misery, idle- 
ness and want amid plenty. Trade and manufac- 
turing were alike depressed, and conditions in 
general were so gloomy as to create universal dis- 
content. Yet measured by dollars and cents the 
cost of living was low. Still it was harder to get 
a living than it is today—save for persons in the 
public employ with fixed salaries. "While-drawing 
a contrast between the present day cost of living 
with the cost in 1826, we should keep in mind the 
comparative conditions prevailing then and now. 
How many of us would go back to the conditions 
that prevailed between 1892 and 1896 to reduce 
our living expenses?

I WM. ill, 
nervous and broken In health, and In my 
extremity I went to him. I had known 
him before, of course. Mr. Jacob* and 


met him about the same time, two 
yean ago. but I appaaleoTto him merely 
as a physician. 
Pur ceveral week* be 


ministered to me. and as tti« day* passed 
[ found myself drawn to •him because of 
his broad understanding of life, his gen- 
erous sympathy with the tribulations that 
beaet the path which It I* decreed that 
humanity must travel. 


He never told me, at least not dur- 


ing those first week*, but I knew In- 
tuitively that he was not altogether 
happy it home. 
Dr. Wood* wa* • 


man of 'keen Intellect; he demanded a 
wide scape for hi* power*. 
He and 


Mrs. Wood* were not suited, that I* 
all. 


NO TIME FOR ABUSE. 


She, I am told, I* a good women, 


devoted to her children and her home. 
If she has heaped abuse on my head, 
believing, a* she claims, that I Mole 
her husband, It I* not Jutt that I 
should censure her.

DENIES ALL THREATS. 
It has been said that I threatened Mrs.

It Is the unjustified 
exaggeration of sensationalism. A wo- 
man does not hold a man by force or even 
through fear. There was nover anything 
but respect and a great pity for Mrs

Pity prompted 


through the knowledge that she—Ignor- 
antly, I believe—was the potent factor In 
the shattering of her own home. If she 
had cared unselfishly enough. If she had 
been more patient, broader In her under- 
standing, this might never have happened. 


PRAISES THE DEAD. 


There was never anything In the friend- 


ship between Dr. Wood and myself that 
either his wife or my husband need have 
objected to I entertained a great respect 
and liking for him, which I }>elle\e he re- 
turned 
If we had both been fr«s we 


might have married. He was an honor- 
able man, however, and never at any 
time did the thought that we might pol- 
lute our attachment by an Illicit love 
inter our heads. 
It has been said that I turned from 


Mr Jacobs because of his povertj 
This 


is> not true and during his lifetime my 
husband was always the first to deny this 
We were not congenial, and as the years 
passed we found ourselves drifting further 
and further apart 
It is frequently so. 


LOVE FOR HUSBAND DEAD. 


There was no particular fault on 


either side. 
I simply knew that we 


could be happier apart.

TELLS OF MURDER. 


Explaining that he was obliged to 


have a perserlptlon for a patent whom 
he was about to visit, filled, we drove 
down Broadway and (topped In front 
of Bowman's drugstore. 
Dr. Wood 


stepped out; a minute later there was 
one shot, followed qulckl/ by two or 
three more. I heard people scream, 
and after that I don't remember any- 
thing more.

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'White Slave Traffic' a Pitiful and Revolting Problei 
IMMIGRATION 
COMMISSION 


TO STAMP OUT EVIL TRADE 


Admission of Alien Women for Immoral 


Purposes Assuming Large Propor- 


tions Throughout Country 


WASHINGTON, December 10.—Stories of revolting practices 


of American and foreign procurers of women for importation into 
the United States for immoral purposes are told in a report issued 
today by the Immigration Commission. The recommendations of 
the commission contemplate a closer scrutiny of the admission of 
alien women and renewed efforts to stamp out the so-called "white 
slave traffic." 


In explanation of the act of laying bare to the public the horri- 


ble details of discoveries by its agents the commission says that the 
"white slave traffic1' is the most pitiful and the most revolting 
phase of the immigration question. This business has assumed large 
proportions and it has been exerting so evil an influence upon the 
country that the commission declares it felt compelled to make a 
thorough investigation. 


Since the subject la especially liable to 


-sensational exploitation, the report s>a>s 
Jt Js important that the statement of 
the commission, should deal with unde- 
niable facts which may form a basis of 
i reasonable legislative and 
administra- 


tive action to lessen. Its evils 


COVERS SAN FRANCISCO. 


The Inquiry 
covered New York,

Iteves that enough evidences of wo- 
men of different races and nationali- 
ties and living under different condi- 
tions haa been obtained from locali- 
ties sufficiently scattered to use the 
report as a sufficient basis for leg- 
islative and administrative action. 


INNOCENT VICTIMS. 


The report deals with methods used by 


men and women, procurers to lure wo- 
men Into this country for immoral pur- 
poses. These methods differ as adopted 
In different countries 
In some countries 


men and women in the business of en- 
ticing- innocent girls to the United States 
resort to proffers of attractive positions, 
and in many cases tho men offer them- 
aelves in marriage and frequently risk 
prosecution on charges of bigamy in or- 
der to attain their desires.v 


PROOF OF STATEMENTS. 


Much of the evidence taken by the 


agents of the commission is given in 
proof of statements made In the report, 
and there are also affidavits from police 
officers and letters from go\ernment of- 
ficials giving the character of e\ idence 
on which the report has been based 


The report says concerning talk of a 
great monopolistic corporation 
whose 


business it Is to import and. exploit these 
unfortunate women. 


"The commission has been unable to 


learn of any such, corporation and does 
aot believe in its existence" 


HOLD ON VICTIMS. 


It Is stated, however, that persons 


engaged In such importing 
business 


doubtless have a wide acquaintance 
among themselves and In many In- 
stances they have rather close busi- 
ness relations, one with another so to 
prevent their victims from getting out 
of their clutches before they have 
realized the desired profits from the 
base venture. 
Under the head of "Recommendations," 
the commission says: 


FRAUD AND DECEIT. 


"Owing 
to 
the difference 
between 


American and European \lews regarding 


prostitution, co-operation for th« sup- 
pression of the 'white slave' traffic can 
be expected from most of the European 
nations only along certain, lines. Most 
European countries are rigid in their 
regulations regarding the procuring for 
purpose of prostitution of minor girls or 
of any women by means of fraud and 
deceit 


MUST PREVENT TRAFFIC. 


Women who are of age, however, 


and who enter the business of their 
own accord are not Interfeied with. 
From 
continental countries where 


these conditions exist, practically no 
co-operation coufd be expected 
to 


prevent professional prostitutes from 
sailing to the United States. 
Such 


governments probably would co-oper- 
ate to prevent the seduction of minors 
or the fraudulent or forcible exporta- 
tion of their women. 
In the main, 


however, the 
U nlted States govern - 
j 


ment must rely upon Its own off I - 
| 


clals for prevention of this traffic. 
! 


A number of suggestions of admlnts- • 


tratlvfi changes and more rigid enforce- 
ment of existing regulations by the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, par- 
ticularly by the bureau of immigration, 
and amendments of the Immigration act 
itself are submitted by the commission 


Among other recommendations is one 


that the transportation of persons from 
one state, territory or district to an- 
other for the purpose of prostitution be 
forbidden under heavy penalties. 


The commission expressed the opinion 


that the 
legislatures of the 
states 


should consider the advisability of en- 
acting more stringent 
laws regarding 


prostitution. 


It is suggested that the Illinois statute

It is expected that the measures pro- 


posing- amendments tt the law will be 
introduced early in January by Senator 
Eiktns, which -will differ from the Cum- 
mins' bill In many important details. 


TO MAKE FREIGHT UNIFORM. 


In brief, the Cummins bill requires tho 


Interstate Commerce Commission to pro- 
mulgate a 
uniform 
classification 
of 


freight and to prepare a plan for the 
statement of freight rates, which snail 
.lereafter be made in a uniform way. 
The carriers are lecruired to adopt this 
classification. 


The commission is authorized to con- 


sider rales on its own motion, with a 
view to determining their reasonable- 
ness, and is empowered to flx maximum 
and minimum rates, 
In any action Instituted in court to 
set aside an order of the commission re- 
tpecting rates, the courts are prevented 
from inquiring Into the reasonableness 
or sufficiency of any rate fixed by the 
commission 


SWEEPING! CHANGES. 


The bill provides that changes In rates 
shall not become effective until they are 
approver by the commission. 
It pro- 
hibits t.ie acquisition or control by any 
common carrier o? any parallel compet- 
ing: tine, or from acquiring the capital 
stock or bonds of any other competing 
carrier. 
By the terms of the bill a carrier Is 
prohibited from Issuing any capital stock 
without payment at tar either In money 
or In property and in effect, the com- 
mission shall have supervision of the 
issues of stocks and bonds by any car- 
rier 
Specific directions are given for th« 
disposition of the proceeds of any sale of 
bonds 
After January 1. 1911, no car- 
rier doing interstate business shall be 
permitted to engage in any other busi- 
ness than ttiat of a common carrier.

Tho Unrrerslty of California Observa- 


tory Md tin Ohabot Observatory win 
co-operate with the lick Obesrratory on 
Mount Hamilton to ««t a omnatoto raoord 
•of .dbserratloiui and niMsiimnents of 
Halley-a oomet next spring tor *a» **• 
trocomlcal and Astrological fiooUty of 
America. 
This society iavtMd on an- 
nounoament requesting th» asUuimume 
all ov*r th» country to do work alone 
certain lines, as request*! tor them. Any 
changrcs or suggestions which the ob- 
servatories had to offer were returned 
•with the announcement, and all ere now 
awaiting the issuing of a minted pro- 
gram of the work outlined for them. 
This Is expected In about tiro weeks' 
time. 
•Professor Charles BurKhalter, In charge 
of the Chabot Observatory, In an address 
on Halley's comet at the First Congrega- 
tional church this evening said in part 
as follows: 
"Dr. Edmund Haltey. after whom the 
comet Is named, began bis study of this 
celestial body about 1880, continuing for 
several years afterward. He appllad the 
laws of gravitation, as discovered by 
Professor Newton, to 
the 
motion of 
comets. In the* course of hi* observa- 
tions he watched the orbits of twenty- 
four, believing that some would move 
eliptlcally around the sun. He arrived 
at the conclusion that three of these 
were one and tha came, and that It was 
a periodic comet, having regular times 
for its appearance. The announcement 
of this discovery, together with his in- 
vestigations of Its movements, caused 
the name of Halley to be forever asso- 
ciated with It. 
. ^_ 
"Since that time the comet's history 
has been carried back through the rec- 
crds left by the earlier astronomers. 
Hind, of 100 years ago, carried it back 
to th» year 12 B. C.. while Ctowell and 
Cromelin, who completed their Investi- 
gation during the present year, have 
carried its history back to 240 B. C. 
These facts give it interest m the eyee 
of scientists, not because It la one of 
the largest comets," but on account of 
movements.

patriarch 
among the thirty periodic comets, though 
th*re are many suspected to be such, 
but owlnff to lack of data they have not 
yet been proved to be euoh."

Mrs. Mary Sneed, aunt of the victim, 


and mother of Ocey's husband, stated to- 
day that the three Wardlaw sisters. Miss 
Warulaw, Mrs. Caroline B Martin and 
herself, with their aged mother, came 
to this city with a view to interesting 
wealthy northerners in a project for es- 
tablishing a college for women In the 
south. 


She told of the struggles of the family 


with the project leading to constant ne- 
cessity for borrowing money on policies 
which had been taken out on the life of 
Mrs Ocey Sneed — policies of the en- 
dowment -kind which would mature when 
she became forty years of age and which 
they were anxious to keep In force so 
as to pro\ide their niece with the means 
of maintaining herself in comfort in mid-

TALK ON 


HEALTH TOPICS 


Dr. N. K. Foster Lectures on 


Health Development and 


Sanitation 


Dr. N. K. Foster, director of the de- 


partment of Health 
Development and 


Sanitation In the,Oakland schools, deliv- 
ered a brief address last night at the din- 
ner of, the Men's League of the Pilgrim 
Congregational Church, In which he dwelt 
upon the work being done by him In the 
local school department among the chil- 
dren. The meeting was attended by the 
members of the league and Invited guests. 


In an Interesting manner Dr. Foster 


explained that the causes of degeneracy, 
which he alloted to the 111 health and 
personal defects of the little ones. 
"In 


the Oakland schools below 
the high 


school," 
He said, 
"I find ^ ten per 


cent of the pupils that are defective and 
that the defects are noticeable by" the 
teachers and that they are remediable. 
Of course a thorough examination of all 
the pupils would reveal a larger percent- 
age of defects. The department does not 
seek to remove the detects, but to notify 
the parents that the defects do eilst and 
that Is a warning to them that proper 
means be taken to remove them. 


"So far many responses have been 


made, but still a great many of them pay 
no 
attention to the notification. 
To 


remedy this the department should be 
supplied at once with two school nurses 
whose duty It would be to follow up the 
cases In the home showing the parents 
the necessity of having the child properly 
treated. This would make the work more 
effective as It Is Impossible for one man 
to examine and keep track of all the case* 
tracing them from the schools to the 
homes."
